(Number 24.) falſly to affirm, that the ſaid former Addreſs was a 
forgery, and an alyſe put uponthe ſaid City, and that they were al- 
together ignorant thereof « And thereupon took, occaſion to vilfie 
Mr. Thompſon ( areverend Miniſter of the ſaid City) in ſcurri- 
lows language peculiar to ſuch Common-wealth-Protettants; 
which ſaid former Addreſs ( with this now preſented ) is and will 
be owned not only by thoſe who ſubſcribed them, but by all other his 
Majeſties truly Loyal Subje@'s within that City.
